Claims 8-9 have been canceled. 

In claim 11, line 12, following "front-to-back direction", the following has 
been inserted - ; wherein the first resilient members and the second resilient 
members are alternately arranged with each other; wherein said rear panel is 
bent rearwardly to form a first bent portion, and a second bent portion extends 
rearwardly from one side of the EMC shield corresponding to the first bent 
portion of the rear panel, further including a plurality of cover plates respectively 
covering the aligned corresponding opening and expansion slot under a condition 
that each of the bars are sandwiched between the corresponding cover plate and 
the corresponding beam wherein the first resilient members engage the 
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corresponding cover plate and the second resilient members engage the 
corresponding beam. 

Claims 12-13, 15 have been canceled. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Erickson et al. (US6.61 8,271 B1 ). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-7, 10, the prior art does not suggest providing at least 

two hooked tabs which are folded back from the EMC shield at opposite sides of 
said one of the openings respectively; wherein the hooks engage with the rear 
panel at corresponding sides of the expansion slots in combination with the other 
recited limitations of independent claim 1 . 

Regarding claims 1 1 , 14, the prior art does not suggest a configuration 
wherein the first resilient members engage the corresponding cover plate and the 
second resilient members engage the corresponding beam in combination with 
the other recited limitations of independent claim 1 1 .
